tive committee that the Research Di- 
vision permitted receive dona- 
tions from various manufacturers 
and supply association that may 
interested furthering this im- 
portant and significant work.

Once more desire ad- 
vise that the Cost System 
recognized here and abroad one 
the best cost systems, based sound 
and economic facts and correct prin- 
ciples. organization has any better 
system for keeping accurate costs.” 


Training Bindery Workers 


Reporting for the education com- 
phasized the need intelligent 
consideration the problem train- 
ing new recruits for the industry. 
“The only way that our industry can 
infiltrate new blood higher edu- 
cational standard,” 
stated Mr. Palmer, “is bring men 
and women who have better educa- 
tion and give them better training 
more intensive scale than has been 
our custom apprentice training 
the past. Bookbinders 
have developed few specialists and 
machine operators, and some hand- 
workers, but there the training has 
stopped. There has been attempt, 
very little attempt, build 
corps trained men who can come 
through the organization take 
charge departments and thus raise 
the entire standard.” 


Students Plants 


would suggest that those who 
are interested raising the standard 
their junior executive personnel 
get touch with Prof. Gustafson, 
the Carnegie Institute Technology, 
Pittsburgh, and arrange secure one 
more the students taking the 
printing and binding courses for fur- 
ther training their plants during 
+he summer months, between the first

“As further step toward improv-

subjects their curricula. 

“We have worked out our own 
training course Kingsport, which 
printed form, and shall 
glad supply copies any those 
who are interested.”

How Government Printing Office Co-operating with 
Interesting Details Production Bindery During Past Year 


Hon. George Carter 
Public Printer the United States 


REVIEW the activities 
date the co-operative re- 

search work with the Em- 
ploying Bookbinders America 
the Government 
Washington, among the features 
the Annual Report the Public 
Printer, the Hon. George Carter, 
for the year 1929. 

The research work was started 
July 1929, when the Research Com- 
mittee the association placed re- 
search engineer the division 
tests and control the Government 
Printing Office, who has the advan- 
tages the laboratory facilities 
the great Government plant and who 
devoting all his time research 
questions and problems directly 
related bookbinding submitted 
the E.B.A. 


Progress Reported 


Blaylock, formerly engaged 
Pont Nemours Co., Inc., and the 
Federal Bureau Mines, was selected 
for this work special sub-com- 
mittee the E.B.A. Research Com- 
mittee. 

“It gratifying the state- 
ment the monthly issued the 
employing bookbinders’ association 
that the research work ‘is going 
splendidly’ and that the members 
should not impatient they fail 


receive constant reports, ‘it 
not because the work not 
efficiently and expeditiously 
possible, but rather because the divi- 
sion would rather report results than 
give the outlines experiments 
they are being carried on’,” the report 
states. 


Bindery Production 


The report also contains number 
interesting facts regarding the 
bindery the Government Printing 
Office. 

This division, with 1,771 employees 
1919, had almost double the num- 
ber its rolls 1929, according 
the report. Nevertheless, with only 
910 employees, the bindery record for 
several operations 1929 exceeds 
that 1919, due the recent in- 
stallation more efficient machinery. 

With practically the same number 
folding machines new mode! 
sheets folded 1929 increased 107,- 
611,621, per cent, over 1919. 
Copies publications paper-covered 
machinery increased 1,407,034, 
per cent. 


Machine Ruling 


The largest gain the bindery, 
however, was machine ruling, 
which increased nearly per cent. 
During the year 26,869,442 sheets 
passed through the ruling machines, 
increase 4,002,023 over 1928. 
The number copies the ruled

sheets totaled 96,102,929, which was 
47,091,072 per cent, more than 
the copies ruled 1928. The in- 
crease was due largely the greater 
demand for ruled blank books and 
the operation new disk ruling 
machine. 

Tablet making increased per 
cent, with total 3,573,051, 
644,721 more tablets than were made 
1928. There was likewise in- 
crease index cutting and edging 
books approximately per cent. 


Other Operations 


Other bindery operations during the 
year 1929 included 378,361,054 sheets 
folded; 154,190,077 signatures gath- 
ered; 58,600,715 signatures sewed; 
45,017,086 copies wire stitched; 44,- 
992,890 books and pamphlets trim- 
med; 10,547,504 copies paper covered 
and 1,668,704 books cloth covered. 


Blank Book Manufacture 


Blank books were produced the 
fiscal year 1929 the number 
2,954,567, increase 492,335 over 
the output for the preceding year.

Standardization Blank Books 


The departments were notified 
April 1927, that the Government 
Printing Office had started make 
stenographer’s notebooks four sizes 
stocked quantities for imme- 
diate delivery prices comparable 
with those quoted the General 
Supply Committee. 

This led more detailed study 
Government blank books the execu- 
tive committee the Permanent Con- 
ference Printing with view 
standardizing and reducing many 
the varieties that had been procured 
contract. The committee reported 
that 375 specifications for blank books 
were included the general schedule 
contract supplies for 1928, with 
average different books for each 
specified dimension. The contract 
listed blank books dimensions, 
styles rulings, and styles in- 
dexing for books varying pages 
from 150 500 each. 

Working cooperation with the 
Chief Coordinator and the Public 
Printer, the Permanent Conference 
Printing recommended and secured 
the adoption standard blank 
books, made the Government 
Printing Office, place the 375 
varieties contracted for the Gen- 
eral Supply Committee. 


Supply Centralized 


The standardization blank books 
was materially aided Congress 
the act February 28, 1929, which 
provides that blank-book work which 
cannot done the Government 
Printing Office may procured 
contracts awarded the Public 
Printer. This legislation was recom- 
mended the Public Printer place 
the supply Government blank books 
under one head, whether produced 
the Government Printing Office 
procured elsewhere, that they could 
made economically large quan- 
tities and according approved 
standards. result, large num- 
ber useless varieties have been 
eliminated, and the great bulk 
Government blank books now sup- 
plied from stock according stand- 
ard schedules issued annually the 
Public Printer. 


During 1929, the first year this 
undertaking, there were issued from 
the stocks hand the Government 
Printing Office 286,518 standard note- 
books for stenographers and 
standard blank books.

hours. 


Bindery Apprentices 


The apprentice question was again 
the fore one the outstanding 
topics discussed. That the type ap- 
prentice who enters the bookbinding 
industry today not high type 
was the conviction expressed 
number the members. 

One ascribed this fact the “jazz 
age,” which causing many boys 
aspire vaudeville hoofers, saxa- 
phone players, some other voca- 
tion far removed from bookbinding. 


was felt that bookbinding offers 
good present and future the 
ambitious youth today, who does 
not mind soiling his hands, any 
other vocation, but the problem was 
convince him this. 


Pre-Vocational Training 


The relation pre-vocational train- 
ing apprenticeship was also dis-

Not Bindery’s Fault 


This was hardly the fault the 
bindery, was pointed out, for the 
books which were selected were often 
competitive work, which was rushed 
through the bindery, with the bind- 


ery executives and plant executives 


having inkling that might turn 
later the exhibition, and 
book which was entitled its rank- 
ing sample all-around excel- 
lent bookcraft. Some members ex- 
pressed themselves mystified 
how the binding could overlooked 
book, being one its most im- 
portant component parts. 


This factor became all the more 
vital, was said, especially since the 
books are sent tour the United 
States, after being shown the 
Grolier Club and New York Public 
Library, and starting last year will 
representative American books the 
better sort. 
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One topic that stood out promin- 
ently the discussions was that 
presented the disappearance 
books from the shipping room. One 
member stated that plants, especially 
New York, Chicago and Philadel- 
phia, lost many volumes each year 
through petty thievery, which times 
has almost been wholesale. was 
humorously recalled how one Eastern 
plant had been missing volumes from 
sets and went the expense hiring 
detective watch for the culprit. 
was soon discovered that after the 
sleuth had been the job whole sets 
began disappear. Inquiry showed 
that the detective himself could not 
resist the temptation. 

Another Guild member said that 
the theft books had been form 
kleptomania existing the bookbind- 
ing industry long had been 
it. The recent instance books 
being found Park Row second- 
hand book store, marked cents, 
even before the date publication, 
was also cited. 


Guarding Shipping Room 


The opinion was advanced that in- 
asmuch the majority books were 
stolen from the shipping room, this 
department should guarded 
trusted employee. was even sug- 
gested that wire netting might en- 
close the shipping room. was 
joke, another member said, when 
edition 2,000 copies the bindery 
was able deliver only 1,700. How- 
ever, this was extreme case. 

That the principles 
honesty among the employees was 
the best way prevent book thefts 
was the consensus finally agreed 
was the experience one 
member that the plant executive 
should talk “cold turkey” the bind- 
ery mechanics and workers, and point 
out—if books are being stolen—that 
their loss reflects, the eyes the 
employer, every person the 
plant. gave several concrete ex- 
amples how pilfering had been 
wiped out his plant.
